General. Secretary and by the defense counsel, so far not all xix witnesses whose 
addresses are known have arrived in Nurnberg. Therefore the defense must state 
that it will insist that it has the right to bring up documents, such as sworn 
affidavits and also maybe witnesses before the end of the entire procedure, 

2) Allied Officers have declared both in written form and verbally that it was 
impossible to put the signature of an allied officer under each and every one 
of the sworn affidavits. Therefore, in some cases they ordered the so-called 
Camp Mayor or Chief to check on these matters and in an accompanying Letter 
verified the signatures. At other times also they ordered the Camp Mayors or 
Chiefs to verify some of the sworn affidavits themselves and it was therefore 


possible for the defense to verify the correct signatures in the latter cases.

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I now come to the 18 affidavits which I would request be translated in their 
entirety. I have prepared short summaries, as follows: 
Allgemeine-SA Affidavit No. l. By Dr. Menge, who was the proposed assistant of 
Dr. Goerdelers who attempted the Putsch against Hitler on the 20th of July 1944. 


Theme: General attitude of the SA. Highest SA Leadership, that of Lutze, concern-

Planned for this Party Day 
was an xray examination of every participating SA man according to the Hohlfelder 
System. This required very large preparation, preparation on such a scale which , 
would not have been started if an aggressive war had been planned. Through this 
matter I want to prove that the highest SA Leadership did not plan or was not 


participating in the planning of an aggressive war, 


COMMISSIONER TAYLOR: Well that is kind of a personal EPI o it not

DR. ASCHENAUFR: I have drawn an objective consequence through this 
matter and the affidavit has to be presented to the court in order to convey this 
consequence, this idea, to the Court.

the prosccution it is necessary for me to submit affidavits concerning these 
different provincese Evidently we are also forgetting that several witnesses 
have been accused of not being credible witnesses, but we must remember that 
on the other hand we could have hore millions of witnesses, who would tostify 
exactly to the same effect as tho witnesses whoso credibility had beon attacked, 
A distinction has to be made, surely, between an individual procedure, and a
